...  for  eager  planting  that  soon  followed. 


Like  an  army  of  ants,  more  than 
150  students  from  Visitation  Valley 
Elementary  (WMS).  Middle  and 
other  nearby  schools  swarmed  over 
the  Visitation  valley  Community  Gar- 
den on  Saturday,  October  21,  clear- 
ing the  area  of  unwanted  weeds 
wtthln  an  hour  prtor  to  Its  official 
opening  with  a  ribbon-  cutting  cere- 
mony. Both  students  and  teachers  at 
WMS  will  be  using  the  garden  as  a 
learning  tool  throughout  the  year. 

Located  between  the  Children's 
Center  and  WMS,  the  garden  began 
with  a  proposal  written  by  Nancy 
Chin  and  Pane  Rexes  fifth  grade 
teachers  at  the  elementary  school, 
receiving  a  major  grant  from  the  S.F. 
Education  Fund.  Through  the  Urban 
Service  Project,  the  school  gained 
assistance  of  two  service  learning  co- 
ordinators, Kim  Woo  and  Johnny 
Sun,  who  organized  the  Saturday  ac- 
tivities. 

Lasting  until  mid-afternoon,  the 
event  was  attended  by  students,  par- 
ents and  family  members,  teachers 
and  school  staff,  and  honoraries  as- 
sociated with  the  garden. 

Snacks  and  refreshments  were 
served  in  the  early  morning  before 
children  and  adults  commenced  re- 
moving weeds.  At  the  same  rime  an- 
other crew  gathered  and  disposed 
loose  weeds  and  litter.  Finally,  adult- 
child  teams  delivered  new  soH  and 


wood  chips  to  the  garden  in  wheel- 
barrows  borrowed  from  the  S.F. 
League  of  Urban  Gardeners  (SLUG). 

In  the  afternoon,  volunteers  en- 
Joyed  barbecue  hot  dogs  and  various 
food  donated  by  local  businesses: 
Sari-Sari  Food  Store.  Utile  Oulapo 
Bake  Shop,  Piccolo  Pete  and  Hsun 
Kuang  Restaurant.  Immediately  after 
lunch,  five  girts  from  two  WMS  fifth 
grade  classes  performed  a  dance  for 
the  crowd.  Five  other  students  repre- 
senting five  other  WMS  classes  and 
instructor  Fiores  participated  In  the 
ribbon-  cutting  and  dedication  cere- 
mony 

The  day  went  even  better  than  ex- 
pected, according  to  Ms.  Woo.  *l 
was  impressed  by  the  excellent  turn- 
out and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  volun- 
teers. The  kids  worked  so  hard." 

The  children  were  also  excited  by 
the  events  of  the  day.  When  asked 
the  significance  of  the  ground-  break- 
ing, fifth-  grader  Michael  Tran  ex- 
plained, 'it  was  special  because  l 
could  help  the  community  to  make  a 
beautiful  place.'  Classmate  Jasmine 
Yuan  chimed  in  humorously,  'Now 
we  can  plant  food  and  eat  better  than 
the  cafeteria  food." 

Lashae  Owens,  one  of  the  dancers, 
shared  her  vision  of  the  Visitation 
Valley  Community  Garden:  "Now  we 
can  see  flowers  Instead  of  all  the  gar- 
bage '

The  Coalition  believes  an  integrated 
full  employment  program  would  be  a 
major  first  step  in  helping  to  reduce 
many  of  today's  social  problems  •  In- 
cluding racial  inequality,  homelees- 
ness,  welfare  dependency,  domestic 
violence  and  crime. 


City  Awards  Grant 
To  S.F.  SAFE  for 
Neighborhood 
Crime  Prevention 

S.F.  SAFE  was  recent ry  awarded  an 
5600,000  grant  from  the  City  to  imple- 
ment a  neighborhood  crime  prevention 
program  In  San  Francisco. 

Subject  to  approval  by  the  Police 
Commission,  the  grant  was  estab- 
lished under  Proposition  Q  •  approved 
by  voters  In  November  1994  -  which 
requires  the  City  to  appropriate  funds 
to  provide  grants  to  assist  in  neighbor- 
hood crime  prevention  efforts. 

"I  am  delighted  to  announce  the 
award  to  San  Francisco  SAFE.  San 
Francisco  SAFE  Is  an  outstanding  or- 
ganization with  whom  I  have  worked 
for  many  years  to  make  our  city 
safer,"  said  Mayor  Frank  Jordan. 
"This  program  will  go  a  long  way  in 
assisting  our  efforts  to  prevent  crime 
and  Increase  public  safety  on  our 
streets.* 

"We  have  responded  to  the  per- 
vatstve  demand  from  our  citizens  for 
safer  streets  In  San  Francisco  by  plac- 
ing neighborhood  crime  specialists 
throughout  the  City.'  said  Supervisor 
Carole  Migden.  'SAFE  was  selected 
because  they  put  together  a  highly 
professional  and  diverse  collaborative 
that  shows  a  commitment  to  prevent- 
ing crime  in  a  number  of  neighbor- 
hoods." 

Specifically,  the  program  will  utilize 
and  expand  programs  which  reduce 
crime  and  violence  in  neighborhoods 
and  decrease  the  perception  of  danger 
throughout  the  City  ft  Includes: 

'Hiring  10  neighborhood  crime  pre- 
vention specialists  to  be  assigned  to 
each  district  police  station  to  Interface 
between  the  community  and  the  dis- 
trict police  stations. 

"Implementing  a  major  public  aware- 
ness campaign  about  crime  preven- 
tion 

'Sponsoring  crime  prevention  (rain- 
ing and  resource  fairs  in  every  San 
Francisco  neighborhood. 

'Increasing  the  number  of  neighbor- 
hood watch  groups. 

'Expanding  opportunities  for  youth. 

'Increasing  communications  be- 
tween the  community  and  the  police, 
and  other  city  departments. 

'increased  positive  interaction  be- 
tween public  housing  residents  and 
their  non-public  housing  neighbors. 

The  Neighborhood  Crime  Prevention 
Program  will  be  administered  by  S.F. 
SAFE  in  partnership  with  several  col- 
laborating agencies  from  throughout 
San  Francisco  including  visitation  Val- 
ley Community  Center,  North  of  Mar- 
ket Planning  Coallfton,  Chinatown 
Youth  Center,  Community  United 
Against  Violence  and  the  Senior  Ac- 
tion Network.

Five  Valley  Benchmarks  Approved 
By  Residents  at  Task  Force  Meeting 


Both  visitation  Valley  Task  Force 
(WTF)  members  and  a  standing  room- 
only  crowd  of  concerned  residents  ap- 
proved an  agenda  of  five  prioritized' 
neighborhood  benchmarks  on  October 
28  at  the  organization's  regular 
monthly  meeting. 

After  several  months  of  compiling 
and  discussing  dozens  of  benchmarks 
and  their  courses  of  action,  the  list 
was  finally  nan-owed  to  five  vital 
concerns: 

'Establishment  of  after  school  pro- 
grams, kindergarten  through  1 2th 
grade; 

'Creating  more  child  care  slots; 

'Need  for  job  training,  readiness 
and  placement  programs. 

'Economic  development,  Including 
reestablishment  of  the  Visitacion  Val- 
ley Merchant's  Association;  and 

'Continuance  and  expansion  of  ESL 
programs. 

Having  each  complied  their  own  sets 
of  benchmarks,  six  San  Francisco 
communities  are  currently  vying  for 
approximately  $3  million  In  govern- 
ment funding  to  Improve  the  economic 
health  and  stability  of  their  neighbor- 
hoods, according  to  Pam  David,  direc- 
tor of  the  federally-  funded  Enterprise 
Community  Program.  She  said  a  deci- 
sion Is  planned  for  early  next  year. 

Five  community  leaders  spoke  In 
support  of  each  chosen  VaBey  bench- 
mark 

Principal  Vincent  Chao  of  Visitacion 
Valley  Elementary  School  stressed  the 
need  for  after  school  programs  in  a 
community  with  a  very  high  per  capita 
rate  of  youth,  urging  minimum  and 
maximum  dollar  amounts  be  empha- 


sized for  funding  to  be  distributed 
equally  and  adequately.  His  position 
was  supported  by  Vloieta  Gafvan.  a  lo- 
cal Instructor  for  many  years,  who  also 
stressed  the  vital  need  of  funding  for 
youth  programs  In  the  Valley  The 
money  will  be  wisely  spent.'  she  said. 

Brenda  Lopez,  who  directs  Visi- 
tacion Valley  Community  Comer's 
(WCC)  child  care  program  described 
an  urgent  need  for  child  care  in  the 
Valley.  Although  22  preschool  have 
recently  been  created,  about  600 
names  currently  resided  on  a  waiting 
list  that  continues  to  grow. 

Vernon  Long,  recreational  director  at 
Geneva  Towers  who  will  continue  Its 
programs  In  an  adjacent  location,  ex- 
plained the  Importance  of  Job  training 
and  placement  in  the  Valley  'It's  im- 
portant that  everybody  works  and  puts 
something  back  Into  the  community.' 
he  said. 

Julie  Kavanagh.  WCC  executive  di- 
rector, stressed  the  need  for  reestab- 
lishment of  the  Visitacion  valley  Mer- 
chant's Association,  forming  a  bond  to 
ensure  commercial  stability  and 
growth  In  the  neighborhood 

ESL  Instructor  Mariene  Tran,  who 
now  teaches  classes  at  WCC,  ex- 
plained the  Importance  of  continuing 
English  as  a  Second  Language 
classes  Statistics  she  complied  show 
40  percent  of  her  students  having 
been  victims  of  crime,  much  of  It  unre- 
ported due  to  a  language  barrier

For  the  second  consecutive  quarter, 
San  Francisco  ranks  among  the  na- 
tion's largest  metropolitan  areas  in 
mall  service. 

First  class  mail  service  reached  an- 
other record  high  In  the  City  with  mall 
destined  for  overnight  delivery  achiev- 
ing 90  percent  on-time  success  This 
record  90  score  is  one  point  more  than 
last  quarter,  and  betters  the  83  per- 
cent of  the  same  period  last  year 
Scoring  comes  from  Independent  test- 
ing by  Price  Waterhouse  dunng  the 


late  May-  September  1995  quarter 

Among  the  nine  largest  metropolitan 
areas  in  the  nation  -  Los  Angeles.  Dal- 
las. Philadelphia.  Boston.  Miami. 
Washington  DC.  New  York  and  Chi- 
cago -  San  Francisco  is  the  first  to 
reach  a  90  Nationwide,  the  Postal 
Service  delivered  a  record  87  percent 
of  its  one-day  first  class  mail  on  time. 

Altogether.  84  of  95  cities  measured 
nationwide  showed  improved  scores 
when  compared  to  the  same  period 
last  year.

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Quality  of  Life  Better  in  San  Francisco

Recently,  In  preparation  for  my  an- 
nual State  of  the  City  Address.  I  was 
able  to  reflect  upon  my  administra- 
tion s  first  tour  years,  proud  In  what  we 
had  accomplished,  confident  in  our  di- 
rection, yet  not  satisfied  knowing  what 
was  left  to  do. 

San  Francisco  is  once  again  a  city 
with  direction,  a  direction  that  you 
chose  four  years  ago  when  you 
elected  me.  You  gave  me  a  mandate 
to  make  the  City  safe  again,  to  make 
the  City  dean  again  and  to  make  the 
City  economically  viable  and  vibrant 
again. 

I  made  increasing  public  safety,  im- 
proving the  quality  of  life  of  our  citi- 
zens and  turning  around  the  business 
dlmate  my  top  priorities.  I  did  so  wtth 
results,  not  rhetoric 

Today,  l  am  proud  to  state  that  our 
overall  crime  rate  Is  down  over  20  per- 
cent. Murders  are  down,  rape  Is 
down,  assaults  are  down  and  burgla- 
ries are  down  There  are  more  police 
officers  on  our  streets  than  at  any 
other  time  in  the  history  of  our  city  and 
we  did  It  without  raising  taxes 

Statistically,  we  have  much  to  be 
proud  of;  we  are  headed  in  the  right 
direction  but  there  Is  more  we  can  do 

Despite  these  major  reductions  in 
crime,  we  still  face  many  challenges, 
particularly  In  the  area  of  Juvenile 
crime.  That  Is  why  I  have  proposed  a 
youth  curfew  on  the  November  ballot 
that  targets  those  who  commit  a  disap- 
roporrJonate  amount  of  the  crimes. 

Another  priority  of  my  administration 
has  been  our  commitment  to  the  qual- 
ity of  life  of  the  citizens  of  San  Fran- 


dsco. 

Two  years  ago.  I  initiated  a  Matrix 
Program  to  fight  agresstve  panhan- 
dling and  street  crimes.  Matrix  en- 
hances the  City's  quality  of  Bfe  by 
combining  police  enforcement,  sodal 
services  and  health  services  to  target 
the  problems  of  street  people.  This 
year.  I  expanded  the  program  to  elimi- 
nate Illegal  encampments  in  dty  parks 
which  pose  major  health  and  public 
safety  hazards.  Matrix  has  been 
Judged  a  success  at  achieving  Its  aim: 
to  set  an  acceptable  standard  of  be- 
havior In  our  streets,  in  our  parks  and 
In  our  neighborhoods 

Our  efforts  are  paying  off.  The  qual- 
ity of  Hfe  In  San  Frandsco  is  improving 
and  will  continue  to  improve  as  long 
as  we  continue  the  policies  that  I  have 
put  into  place. 

Beyond  public  safety  and  the  quality 
of  lite  of  its  citizenry,  San  Francisco 
needs  to  ensure  that  Its  future  Is  se- 
cure. I  have  learned  that  the  only  reli- 
able path  to  a  secure  future  is  a  sensi- 
ble economic  policy,  leading  to  growth 
and  new  jobs 

Four  years  ago,  I  took  over  a  city 
government  whose  finances  were  out 
of  control.  In  the  ensuing  years,  I 
have  resolved  budget  deficits  totaling 
over  $746  million  and  I  have  balanced 
those  budgets  without  significant  re 
ductions  to  essential  services.  I  did  it 
with  vigilance,  creativity  and  sound  fi- 
nandal  practices 

Unfortunately,  our  Job  will  not  get 
easier  in  a  dimate  of  budgetary  con- 
straints brought  on  by  cutbacks  from 
both  the  federal  and  state  level.  I  am 
committed  to  addressing  the  Impend- 


ing cuts  wtth  a  new  and  creative 
approach:  competitive  goverance. 

Competitive  goverance  will  enable 
us  to  reduce  our  City  government  la- 
bor force  by  15  percent  over  the  next 
four  years.  It  will  enable  existing  city 
employee  groups  to  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  compete  against  the  private 
sector  to  provide  a  variety  of  public 
services,  thereby  reducing  costs  and 
improving  the  quality  of  services  And 
by  privatizing  20  percent  of  Muni  and 
eliminating  the  much  publicized 
'work-rules."  we  can  competitively 
govern  our  City,  reducing  waste,  re- 
ducing cost  and  most  importantly  not 
raising  taxes. 

By  containing  government  spending 
and  not  raising  taxes,  we  will  continue 
to  maintain  an  attradrve  atmosphere 
for  business,  maintaining  the  Jobs  we 
have  today  and  creating  the  jobs  we 
need  tomorrow. 

San  Frandsco  is  working  again  be- 
cause we  have  turned  our 
anti-business  attitude  around.  The 
City's  unemployment  rate  remains  low 
and  we  are  creating  more  new  Jobs. 
Vacancy  rates  In  the  City's  business 
and  commercial  buildings  continue  to 
dedlne  and  construction  is  up  more 
than  30  percent  since  I  took  office. 

Jobs  and  new  businesses  are  com- 
ing to  San  Frandsco  because  we  have 
created  a  dlmate  that  is  conducive 
and  responsive  to  their  needs. 

While  I  am  proud  of  the  current 
State  of  the  City  and  the  direction  of 
San  Francisco,  l  wHl  not  be  satisfied 
until  the  Job  Is  finished,  until  the 
streets  are  even  cleaner,  our  neighbor- 
hoods and  parks  even  safer,  our  budg- 
ets even  more  sound,  our  economy 
more  robust  and  our  future  more  se- 
cure.

Some  Helpful  Environmental  Tips  for  the  Holiday  Season

Even  though  the  holiday  season  Is 
still  a  few  weeks  away,  now  Is  the  time 
to  make  plans  for  reducing  your  Im- 
pact on  the  environment  during  the 
holidays.  This  Is  not  as  difficult  as  it 
may  seem,  since  the  holidays  offer 
many  opportunities  to  reduce,  reuse1 
and  recycle.  Here  are  five  tips  to  get 
you  started 

'Buy  gifts  that  benefit  the  environ- 
ment. These  could  indude  member- 
ships In  environmental  organizations, 
hand-made  and  home-made  gifts,  gar- 
dening Items  or  long-tasting  "environ- 
mental gifts  like  a  solar  battery 
charger  with  rechargeable  batteries, 
water-  conserving  shower  heads  or  ce- 
ramic mugs.  For  kids,  consider  giving 
an  environmental  excursion,  like  a 
whale-watching  or  camping  trip;  or  en- 
roll them  in  a  holiday  class  at  (he  Ran- 
dall Museum  (554-9600)  where  they 
can  make  holiday  decorations  anc 
gifts  from  previously  used  materials. 

'Take  a  canvas  bag  or  back  pack 
when  you  go  shopping.  One-third  of 
all  munldpal  solid  waste  is  packaging 
(nationwide  64  million  tons  of  packag- 
ing ends  up  in  the  waste  stream  every 
year)  Much  of  this  packaging  is  not 
even  needed  In  the  first  place.  You 
can  help  reduce  this  waste  by  reusing 
packaging  and  only  accepting  packag- 
ing when  absolutely  necessary.  For 
every  dollar  you  spend  In  stores,  10 
cents  is  used  to  pay  for  packaging. 
So  if  you  use  less  packaging  and  buy 
produds  that  have  as  little  packaing 
as  possible,  you  will  ultimately  benefit. 

'If  you  are  entertaining,  send  Invita- 
tions on  recycled  paper,  buy  In  bulk, 
and  use  reusable  dishes  and  utensils, 
if  you  need  paper  produds,  buy  prod- 


ucts made  from  recycled  paper.  Set 
up  an  area  to  recycle  cans,  bottles 
and  other  recyclables  at  your  party 
Decorate  with  plants,  flowers  ad 
reused  materials  instead  of  plastic 
streamers.  Rent  or  borrow  Infre- 
quently used  Items  like  punchbowls  or 
large  platters.  You  can  also  set  up  a

The  City's  Recydlng  Program, 
in  cooperalton  wtth  the  San  Francisco 
League  of  Urban  Gardeners,  offers 
free  workshops  on  composting,  free 
composting  brochures  and  reduced 
price  composting  bins.

'Recycle  your  Junk  mail  and  cata- 
logs. As  the  holiday  season  ap- 
proaches, our  mall  boxes  bulge  wtth 
catalogs  and  other  Junk  mail.  Letters 
from  family  and  friends  are  often  bur- 
led in  this  blizzard  of  bulk  mall.  In 
fad,  we're  eight  times  as  likely  to  re- 
ceive a  piece  of  junk  mail  as  we  are  to 
receive  a  personal  letter.  But  even 
though  Junk  man  and  catalogs  can  be 
recycled  through  San  Francisco's 
curbskJe  and  apartment  collection  pro- 
grams, about  30  percent  of  recyders 
don't  recycle  their  junk  mall. 

You  can  also  reduce  the  amount  of 
junk  mall  you  receive.  Since  1971 ,  the 
Direct  Marketing  Association  (DMA), 
the  trade  association  for  direct  mailers, 
has  operated  a  'Mall  Preference  Serv- 
ice' containing  the  names  of  individu- 
als who  do  not  wish  to  receive  direct 


mail.  Mailers  who  are  members  of  the 
DMA  use  this  list  whenever  they  do  a 
mailing  and  do  not  send  mall  to  any- 
one on  the  list. 

In  order  to  get  on  the  list,  send  your 
full  name  and  address  to  the  Mall  Pref- 
erence Service,  c/o  Direct  Marketing 
Association,  P.O.  Box  9008,  Farming- 
dale,  NY  11735-9008  Your  name  wW 
stay  on  this  list  for  five  calendar  years. 
At  the  end  of  that  time,  your  name  will 
automatically  go  off  the  list  (on  Janu 
ary  1st)  unless  you  write  them  and  ask 
them  to  Indude  your  name  for  an  addi- 
tional Ave  years. 

Being  on  this  list  won't  automatically 
end  all  your  dlred  mall  tomorrow.  It 
takes  several  months  for  your  name  to 
work  Its  way  through  the  system,  and 
not  every  mailer  uses  the  Mall  Prefer- 
ence Service,  so  the  volume  of  Junk 
mail  you  receive  will  be  reduced,  not 
eliminated. 

Unfortunately,  your  name  can  creep 
back  onto  mailing  lists  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  Dlred  mailers  get  their  mailing 
lists  from  credit  bureaus,  state  motor 
vehicle  departments,  telephone  books 
and  warranty  cards.  You  can  write  to 
credit  bureaus  asking  to  be  taken  off 
their  dlred  market  file  •  the  biggest 
three  to  write  are:  1)  Equifax  Options, 
Equifax  Marketing  Decision  Systems, 
Inc.,  P.O.  Box  740123,  Atlanta,  GA 
30374-0123;  2)  Trans  Union,  Trans- 
mark.  Inc..  555  W.  Adams  St..  Chi- 
cago.

Target  Marketing  Services  Division, 
12606  Greenville  Ave..

You  should  also  consider  not  filling  ou* 
warranty  cards  -  they're  used  solely  to 
gather  names  for  a  mailing  ist  -  since 
you're  covered  by  the  manufacturer  s 
warranty  whether  the  card  is  returned 
or  not.

The  Los  Angeles  dlstrid  attorney's 
office  lost  the  OJ.  Simpson  double 
murder  trial  on  September  26.  1994. 
The  case  was  sealed,  so  to  speak, 
right  then  and  there  at  the  L.A.  supe- 
rior court's  Jury  selection  room.  Yes. 
indeed.  The  people  lost  on  Septem- 
ber 26,  1994,  not  on  October  2,  1995 

Gil  Garcettl,  LA.  dlstrid  attorney, 
didn't  know  it.  Otherwise,  he  wouid've 
allowed  Marda  Clark  to  do  the  prose- 
cution all  by  herself.  Robert  Shappiro 
didn't  know  It  either.  Otherwise,  he 
wouldn't  have  hired  the  14  other  law- 
yers to  his  so-called  'dream  team* 
and  the  expenstvee  expert  witnesses 
and  other  rah-rah  persons  couldn't 
have  parroted  the  DNA,  Wood  typing 
contamination  and  other  "scientific' 
and  medical/legal  mumbo  jumbo. 

The  scores  upon  scores  of  people, 
including  juror  Br  end  a  Moran.  Robert 
Kardashlan,  etc.  who  have  repeatedly 
tried  to  thrust  Into  public  conscience 
their  paraded  concept  of  the  O.J 
Simpson  case  may  sound  convincing 
to  some  observers.  But  one  thing  can- 
not be  altered.  The  chosen  jurors, 
knowingly/  unknowingly,  got  into  a 
case  that  was  decided  Immediately  af- 
ter the  jury  was  formed  on  September 
26,  1994. 

Let's  took  at  the  fads. 

Firstly,  the  case  itself  -  ft  was 
messy.  Presumably,  no  one  saw  the 
killing.  The  police  and  other  Investiga- 
tors didn't  find,  and  haven't  -  to  this 
time  -  found  the  murder  weapon  or 
weapons. 

Secondly,  the  police  investigation.  - 
By  Itself,  it  was  a  joke  As  seen  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  the  trial,  a  bad 
apple  -  In  the  person  of  Detective 
Mark  Furhman  •  was  wittingly  or  unwit- 
tingly assigned  to  Jdn  a  group  of  re- 
putedly fine,  hardworking  and  honest 
police  officers  In  the  Investigation  It- 
self. (Taking  the  witness  stand  was  In- 
evitable because  of  his  Involvement  in 
the  initial  investigation.  Lying  under 
oath  exacerbated  the  already  problem- 
atic jury  choice). 

Thirdly,  the  obvious  disparity  in  the 
Jury  composition.  -  Having  nine  African 
American  citizens  sit  In  the  Jury  box, 
and  only  two  Caucadans  and  one  Lat- 
ino was  inviting  disaster  for  the  prose- 
cution's objective  to  convid  OJ.  Simp- 
son. To  quote  Simpson's  sister  who 
was  reported  to  say,  'We  live  In  a  real 


world,'  It  was  very  nighty  Improbable 
that  not  even  one  of  the  nine  African 
American  Jurors  would  vote  to  acquit 
Simpson:  assuming  that  all  nine  Afri- 
can Americans,  two  Caucasians  and 
Latino  would  vote  for  convid  Ion,  that 
IS. 

As  almost  everybody  now  knows, 
one  dissenting  vde  in  a  murder  trial 
results  to  a  hung  jury.  One  TV  legal 
analyst  propounded  that  almost  al- 
ways, a  retrial  from  a  hung  jury  results 
In  the  loss  of  the  case  by  the  prosecu- 
tion. 

Fourthly,  the  evidence.  -  The  compli- 
cated DNA.  together  wtth  the  mind- 
boggling  language  regarding  scientific 
systems  of  btood  samplings  contrib- 
uted to  the  confusion  on  the  issues 
and  evidence,  and  the  jurors  who 
mostly  didn't  have  the  sophistication 
to  comprehend  what  the  attorneys  and 
experts  were  saying  chose  the  easy 
way  out.  'Acquit  tor  lack  of  evidence 
beyond  reasonable  doubt." 

Fifthly,  the  three  norv  African  Ameri- 
can members  of  the  Jury  panel.  -  Re- 
gardless of  their  beliefs  and  findings, 
they  were  bound  to  vote  for  acquittal 
in  the  end.  They  knew  conviction 
could  mean  social  and  political  distur- 
bance similar  to  the  riot  In  and  around 
Los  Angeles  immediately  after  the  po- 
lice officers  In  the  Rodney  King  case 
were  acquitted  by  a  predominant rv 
'vhrte  Jury. 

God  bless  America,  whose  concept 
of,  and  practice  of  the  jury  system  has 
greatly  differed  from  that  of  Great  Brit- 
ain's. Things  could  have  been  much 
better.  There's  still  hope  for  a  system 
that's  flawless  and  beyond  suspicion 
The  United  States  Is  only  219  years 
old. 

As  far  as  this  writer  is  concerned, 
the  O  J  Simpson  case  is  closed  and 
further  discussion  of  It  In  any  venue  is 
a  waste  of  time.

S.F.  Board  of  Education 

While  the  concept  of  zero  tolerance 
towards  guns  and  weapons  found  on 
Individuals  near  or  on  a  school  cam- 
pus was  Intended  to  protect  and  pro- 
vide for  the  safety  of  many,  Its  full  Im- 
plementation has  brought  forth  unan- 
ticipated problems.  While  I  cannot 
imagine  any  good  or  acceptable  rea- 
son for  anyone  to  have  a  gun  on  or 
near  campus,  In  one  case,  a  San 
Frandsco  youngster,  not  knowing  that 
his  mother  had  placed  a  gun  In  his 
backpack,  thinking  It  was  her  back- 
pack, brought  the  gun  to  school.  After 
this  discovery  was  made  at  the  expul- 
sion hearing,  the  administrative  hear- 
ing panel  allowed  the  student  to  trans- 
fer to  another  school  to  get  a  fresh 
start. 

The  San  Frandsco  Unified  School 
District  has  had  other  Incidents  when  a 
student  went  camping  or  fishing  during 
the  weekend  and  left  a  Swiss  Army 
knife  in  his  coat  pocket,  only  to  be  dis- 
covered by  his  classmates  when  he 
threw  his  coat  on  the  ground  during 
lunch.  This  student  appeared  before 
the  hearing  panel,  and  the  panel  rec- 
ommended that  the  student  be  allowed 
to  return  to  his  original  school.  Our 
experience  has  been  that  the  majority 
of  our  students  are  truthful  when 
asked  why  they  had  to  bring  a  weapon 
to  school.    When  the  explanation  is 


reasonable,  and  the  weapon  was  not 
brandished,  the  District  has  tried  to 
use  education,  rather  than  punish- 
ment, to  help  students  understand  the 
serious  nature  of  their  actions. 

When  a  student  has  brought  a 
weapon  to  school  and  has  Injured  or 
threatened  another  student  or  adult, 
the  hearing  panel  does  recommend 
expulsion  For  the  past  two  years,  stu- 
dents expelled  from  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  Dlstrid  are  asked  to  at- 
tend the  County  community  day 
school,  which  is  a  County  school  for 
status  offenders  and  other  students 
who  have  not  been  successful  at  our 
comprehensive  high  schools.  These 
students  also  receive  Individual  courv 
seing,  as  well  as  group  support  to  help 
them  cope  with  the  various  social 
problems  that  confront  them  dally. 

As  we  move  forward  to  insure  the 
safety  of  the  majority,  we  cannot  ex- 
dude  the  perpetrators  from  continuing 
with  their  education.  During  this  pe- 
riod of  idle  time,  they  may  become  in- 
volved with  more  difficulties  and  bad 
choices. 

The  Board  of  Education  must  con- 
sider the  intent  of  bringing  weapons  to 
school  before  exacting  a  sentence, 
and  provide  funds  for  teachers,  coun- 
selors, parents  and  community  part- 
ners to  offer  adequate  guidance  for 
our  youth.  Students  who  are  not  given 
appropriate  direction  and  support  will 
not  loam  from  their  Initial  mistake.

Hazardous  Waste  Expansion  Unhealthy  for  Valley 
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The  following  letter  dated  October  15.  1995 
was  sent  to  Supervisor  Carole  Migden,  Chair  of 
the  Housing  and  Land  Use  Committee  of  the 
S.F.  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Little  Hollywood 
resident  Ralph  Oroqurta. 

Dear  Supervisor  MkJgen  and  Members  of  the 
Board: 

I  am  writing  in  opposition  to  the  proposed 
planning  code  amendments  and  amendments 
to  the  Environmental  Protection  Element 
because: 

[1]  There  is  a  lack  of  adequate  conditions  to 
site  the  safest  and  most  environment  airy  clean 
hazardous  waste  faculty  that  is  possible  with  the 
best  available  technology; 

[2]  The  recommendations  of  the  Local  Assess- 
ment Committee  for  the  expansion  of  an  exist- 
ing facility  were  not  reviewed; 

(31  The  Fire  Prevention  Division  was  not  re- 
quested to  provide  their  recommendations  for 
siting  of  a  facility; 

[4]  The  siting  criteria  of  Page  8  and  9  of  Ex- 
hibit A  are  not  in  the  best  Interest  of  public  safe- 
ty; 

(51  The  comprehensive  health  study  for  the 
southeast  section  of  San  Francisco  are  not  com- 
pleted. 

(1)  Conditional  use  permits  for  siting  hazard- 
ous waste  facilities  can  be  generic  and  still  be 
very  specific.  These  conditions  must  reflect  that 
they  are  to  be  used  for  siting  a  hazardous  waste 
facility  in  San  Francisco; 

(2)  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission, 
in  November  1992.  appointed  a  Local  Assess- 
ment Committee  to  advise  the  City  on  the  terms 
and  conditions  by  which  a  proposed  expansion 
of  the  existing  hazardous  waste  facility  at  501 
Tunnel  Avenue  may  be  acceptable  to  the  com- 
munity. 

This  facility  is  cospon sored  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  which  is  also  pre- 
sented as  'operator*  of  the  facility.  The  facility 
opened  as  a  pilot  program  in  1966.  After  almost 
three  years,  the  Committee  is  still  holding  meet- 
ings. For  almost  five  months,  the  Committee 
has  been  without  the  technical  advisor  and  legal 
staff  because  of  lack  of  funding. 

The  environmental  impact  report  for  this  ex- 
pansion is  now  in  the  Public  Comment  Review 
process  and  the  Committee  should  be  in  the  ne- 
gotiation process  with  the  expansion  sponsor, 
Norcal  Waste  Management,  Inc.  /  Sanitary  Fill 
Company.  This  Is  not  a  time  when  the  Commit- 
tee should  be  without  a  technical  advisor  or  le- 
gal staff. 

The  Local  Assessment  Committee  produced 
60  major  environmental  and  community  health 
and  safety  issues  in  12  categories.  There  are 
three  documents:  Environmental  Impact  Report 
-  Analysis  and  Comments,  April  1 995;  Transpor- 
tation Analysts  Technical  Report,  April  1995; 
and  Master  List  of  issues,  March  1995. 

i  wrote  a  letter  to  the  committee  dated  Apdl 
30.  1995  requesting  that  Its  recommendations, 
concerns  and  mitigation  measures  be  written  in 
such  a  manner  that  they  could  be  applied  to  any 
hazardous  waste  facility  regardless  of  location, 
as  long  as  It  was  500  feet  from  a  residential  dis- 
trict and  was  within  an  M-2  (Heavy  Industrial 
District).  I  presented  the  letter  at  the  May  2, 
1995  community  meeting.  That  was  the  last 
time  the  Committee  had  representation  by  a 


technical  advisor  and  a  legal  staff.  I  have  been 
Informed  that  there  is  no  funding  for  the  review 
of  the  draft  environmental  impact  report,  which 
includes  the  expansion  of  the  hazardous  waste 
facility,  after  it  Is  certified  during  the  pubic  com- 
ment period.  I  have  requested,  through  the 
Planning  Department,  a  determination  from 
Elaine  Warren,  City  Attorney  as  to  this  being 
proper  in  reference  to  the  Tanner  Act  (1986). 

(3)  The  Fire  Prevention  Division  of  the  Fire 
Department  should  have  presented  guidelines  In 
the  draft  environmental  impact  report.  The  pa- 
rameters were  basic:  400,000  plus  gallons 
yearly  and  a  storage  capacity  of  mo  more  than 
10,000  gallons  at  any  one  time.  The  majority  of 
material  handled  would  be  flammable 

The  National  Fire  Protection  Association  has 
three  excellent  manuals:  Hazardous  Materials 
Response  Standards  and  Handbook;  Emer- 
gency Management  of  Hazardous  Materials  Inci- 
dents; and  Fire  Protection  Guide  to  Hazardous 
Materials. 

(4)  Pages  8  and  9  titled  Hazardous  Waste 
Transfer  and  Storage  Facility  (TSF)  Siting  Crite- 
ria of  the  draft  dated  August  10,  1995.  Proposed 
Ammendments  to  the  Environmental  Element  of 
the  Master  Plan.  The  broad  definitions  as  to 
where  a  facility  may  be  sited  would  place  unwar- 
ranted and  unnecessary  risks  on  the  general 
public  and  even  greater  risks  to  the  very  young, 
the  sick,  the  handicapped  and  the  elderly.  The 
Oakland  Hills  fire,  Point  Reyes  Are  and  the  San 
Bruno  Mountain  grass  fires,  and  the  ashes 
spreading  throughout  San  Francisco  clearly 
demonstrate  how  air  borne  materials  can  travel 
great  distances.  Pages  8  and  9  need  to  be  re- 
written. 

V.  are  Is  a  misconception  that  the  Bay  Area 
Air  Quality  Management  District  (BAAOMD)  con- 
trols 'all'  the  air  emissions  from  each  specific 
site.  The  BAAOMD  controls  stationary  source 
emissions  and  considers  each  source  indrvkJu- 
ally.  It  does  not  control  the  mobile  sources, 
such  as  vehicles  or  other  mobile  equipment. 
The  BAAOMD  does  not  evaluate  the  toxicity  or 
total  amount  of  toxic  air  contaminants,  hazard- 
ous contaminants,  and  particulate  matter  that 
are  released  from  a  specific  site  or  complex.  A 
site  that  releases  more  of  a  particulate  contami- 
nant than  is  allowed  can  purchase  pollution 
credits  from  another  county  that  has  terminated 
a  polluting  process  or  will  not  allow  a  proposed 
polluting  process  to  be  started.  This  policy  of 
the  BAAOMD  has  very  discriminating  effects  be- 
cause It  allows  and  encourages  polluting  proc- 
esses to  stay  in  close  proximity  to  low  Income 
and  minority  neighborhoods. 

In  November  1994,  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  added  286  chemicals  to  the 
368  chemicals  for  a  total  of  654  chemicals  to 
the  Toxic  Release  Inventory,  the  Community 
Right  to  Know  Program  enacted  by  Congress  In 
1986.  The  list  of  hazardous  and  carcinogenic 
chemtcats  is  increasing  as  more  testing  Is  being 
conducted. 

Safe  levels  of  a  specific  air  emission  from  a 
specific  source  does  not  in  any  way  say  that  a 
combination  of  all  emissions  from  a  specific  site 
are  at  safe  levels.  Air  borne  contaminants  must 
be  contained  at  the  source.  The  BAAOMD  does 
not  regulate  the  health  issues  of  a  stationary 
source. 


(5)  A  comprehensive  cancer  and  respiratory 
disease  study  must  be  done  of  the  entire  south- 
east section  of  San  Francisco  because  this  area 
has  been  subjected  to  the  most  pollution  for  the 
longest  time  period.  This  study  should  Include

In  a  2 -cup  measure,  micro-cook  4 
tsp.  water  and  1  tsp.  butter  or  marga- 
rine, uncovered  full  power  about  45 
seconds  or  until  butter  Is  melted  Stri 
In  stuffing  mix,  carrot  and  green  on- 
ion. Spread  mixture  to  within  1/2

A  health  risk  assessment  and  evalu- 
ation (must  be  done)  as  to  the  effects 
that  total  air  emissions  from  a  hazard- 
ous waste  facility  have  in  creating,  ag- 
gravating and  Intensifying  respiratory 
and  pulmonary  cardiac  diseases 
Asthma,  chronic  bronchitis,  pulmonary 
fibrosis  and  industrial  (chemically  in- 
duced) asthma  and  their  relation  to 
contaminents  should  be  studied.  This 
type  of  risk  analysis  should  include  Im- 
pacts of  emissions  on  emphysema, 
pneumonia,  pulmonary  embolism,  tu- 
berculosis, acquired  Immune  defi- 
ciency syndrome  (AIDS),  and  human 
Immunodeficiency  virus  (HIV)  infection. 

A  priority  of  San  Francisco  is  preven- 
tive measures  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
health  services.  Low  Income  and  mi- 
nority communities  must  not  be  used 
as  a  dumping  ground  for  hazardous 
and  toxic  processing  facilities.  The 
large  M-2  Heavy  Industrial  must  have 
all  the  residential  units  removed  and 
no  new  residential  units  should  be  al- 
lowed to  be  built  in  these  districts 
The  greater  the  risk  of  air  borne  con- 
tamination from  fire  or  explosion,  then 
the  more  important  It  is  for  the  facility 
to  be  placed  In  a  central  location 
within  the  M-2  District.

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A  Happy  Birthday 
And  Sad  Farewell

A  mixed  feeling  of  anxiety  and  res- 
ignation pervaded  as  noontime  ap- 
proached on  September  16  at  Ge- 
neva Towers'  grounds  wtiere  an  obvi- 
ously thin  crowd  of  former  Towers 
residents  was  Joined  by  other  In- 
volved citizens  of  the  ne^hborhood 
to  celebrate  the  inevitable  teanng 
down  and  replacement  of  the 
beleagured  buildings.* 

The  "celebrants"  feft  uneasy  over 
the  telltale  signs  that  not  one  City 
Hall  official  or  mayoral  candidate 
would  show  up  in  response  to  the 
Towers'  Invitation  to  attend  the  fes- 
tivities. So  far,  only  one  person  iden- 
tified with  the  Mayor's  Office  -  Miss 
Deedra  Jackson  of  the  Mayor's  Of- 
fice of  Children,  Youth  and  Their 
Families  -  had  attended.  She  arrived 
when  the  festivities  were  winding 
down  to  the  final  numbers.  Miss 
Jackson  Is  liaison  with  the  Mayor's 
Office  to  the  Vlsltadon  Valley  Task 
Force,  the  potent  group  that  had 
worked  dllligently  on  Improving  Visi- 
tation Valley  One  noteworthy 
achievement  of  the  task  force  was 
the  resolution  of  the  Geneva  Towers 
Issue.

The  September  16  Geneva  Towers 
festivities  were  designed  to  happen 
on  John  King  s  80th  birthday.  Ver- 
non Long,  director  of  a  Towers'  youth 
program  made  sure  that  Mr.  King 
was  around  dudng  such  an  important 
event.  Long  and  his  associates 
didn't  tell  Mr  King  that  his  birthday 
and  productive  role  In  the  community 
were  some  of  the  reasons  for  holding 
the  affair  on  September  16.  Obvi- 
ously, It  came  as  a  surprise  to  the 
•grand  old  man"  of  Visttaclon  Valley 

The  no-show  performance  of  City 
Hall  officials  and  mayoral  candidates 
was  seen  as  a  slap  in  the  face  of  the 
people  in  Visitation  Valley.  One  ob- 
server, who  requested  not  to  be  ideti- 
fied.  said  that  such  City  HaH  official/ 
political  Indifference  to  the  Invitation 
to  attend  could  be  indicative  of  how 
the  Valley  has  been  viewed  politically 
and  economically.  "Could  this  mean 
rough  times  ahead  for  the  valley  and 
City  Hall?"  was  the  rueful  comment, 
ft  could  also  reflect  a  negative  think- 
ing on  the  part  of  the  other  mayoral 
candidates,  including  former  Assem- 
bly Speaker  Willie  Brown  and  Ben 
Horn,  another  front-runner 

Your  reporter  had  the  opportunity 
to  rub  elbows  with  John  King  during 
Sunday  worship  service  and  coffee 
hour  at  Saint  James  church  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  King  consented  In 
speaking  to  the  Grapevine  about  his 
most  Important  project,  the  John  W 
King  Senior  Center  He  discouraged, 
for  the  moment,  any  further  discus- 
sion on  Geneva  Towers  and  the  not 
too  impressive  affair  at  the  Towers' 


park  and  playgrounds. 

The  John  W.  King  Senior  Center 
was  founded  In  August  1977.  it 
came  about  after  a  considerable 
number  of  Valley  residents  had  wit- 
nessed a  need  by  the  elderly  for 
transportation,  nutrition  and  semi- 
vigorous  activities,  ft  started  as  the 
Walking  Senior  Center  with  a  primary 
function  to  assist  handicapped  senior 
citizens  (n  walking  around  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

John  W.  King,  who  has  been  de- 
scribed by  the  center's  program  di- 
rector, E.  La  Vergne  Keppard.  as 
"catalyst "  for  the  senior  citizens 
services  in  the  City,  feit  that  more 
was  needed  to  help  physically  handi- 
capped citizens.  He  worked  extra 
hard  in  making  known  to  all  con- 
cerned the  importance  of  an  ade- 


quately funded  program  for  the  eld- 
erly. He  made  representation  with 
S.F.  City  Hall  and  other  government 
agencies,  and  the  private  sector  for 
their  Imput  in  a  plan  to  put  up  a  sen- 
ior citizens'  center. 

King's  efforts  brought  fruit  subse- 
quently In  1983.  the  Senior  Escort 
Service  was  officially  organized  Lim- 
ited services  were  provided,  but  then, 
the  seeming  plight  of  the  handi- 
capped elderly  was  being  alleviated 
Motorized  transportation  was  ushered 
in  as  one  van  after  another  was  ac- 
quired, either  by  dona  It  on  from  tivte- 
spirited  citizens  or  direct  purchase  by 
the  center  Today,  the  John  W.  King 
Senilor  Center  can  boast  of  seven 
wen-  maintained  vans  which  cater  to 
600  clients  all  over  the  City.  An  aver- 
age of  50,000  rides  Is  provided  by 


the  center  every  year. 

The  center  serves  balanced  noon- 
time meals  Mondays  through  Fridays 
to  its  participating  senior  citizens  at 
590  Lei  and  Ave.  The  meals  are  free. 
One,  however,  is  encouraged  to  give 
a  minimum  $1 .25  donation,  If  it  can 
be  afforded  An  average  of  185  free 
food  boxes  are  also  delivered  to  the 
homes  of  the  physically  impaired 
every  week. 

At  this  juncture.  It's  Interesting  to 
note  that  the  propensity  of  men  and 
women  in  coming  to  the  aid  of  their 
fellow  human  beings  Is  a  natural 
characteristic  of  those  whose  back- 
ground and  exposure  lay  within  the 
framework  of  Christian  love.  One  Is 
invited  to  look  at  the  various  donors 
to  the  John  King  Senior  Center:  (he 
Haas  family  of  Levi  Strauss,  the  Oak- 
land Athletics  bail  club  and  other  in- 
terests was  among  the  the  first  of  pri- 
vate concerns  and  entities  to  donate 
$10,000  cash  during  the  fledging 
years  of  the  center.  (Family  patrtach 
Waiter  Haas  died  September  20  at 
the  age  of  79  Just  a  few  days  after 
his  ball  dub  changed  ownership). 

Of  the  generous  Haas  family  dona- 
tions to  the  center,  John  King  said 
that,  'God-loving  and  God-fearing  in- 
dividuals are.  by  nature,  lovers  of 
their  fellow  human  beings.  They  love 
to  help  the  next  person  who  Is  in 
need  " 

Such  qualities  are  copiously  found 
in  John  King,  a  proven  Christian  who 
as  a  member  of  St  James  Presbyte- 
rian Church  has  done  more  than  his 
share.
